SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


We respectfully submit to the citizens and taxpayers of 
the town of Benton this Annual Report for the fiscal year 
ending February 10, 1971. It should be read very carefully 
and if there is anything that is not understood, we will be 
glad to explain it further to the best of our ability. You, as a 
taxpayer, are a share-holder in the town and entitled to every 
consideration. A brief explanation of the town affairs carried 
on this past year is as follows: 


Taxes— 


The major increase in the tax rate was again due to the 
increased assessment to S.A.D. *49. Benton’s assessment for 
1970 was $144,660.19. It might be interesting to note that 
the year before we joined the district the school appropria- 
tion was around $65,000.00. The amount that has been ap- 
proved for 1971 is $148,581.02, which is an increase of more 
than 125% to the taxpayers since joining the district. At 
the annual Budget Meeting on February 11, only 221 voters 
were present out of a possible 5,500 to pass on a budget that 
is getting close to the “two million” mark; therefore we 
strongly urge the taxpayers to attend the Annual District *49 
Budget Meetings. This has become a vital area and your vote 
is important. 


Temporary Loans— 


The 104th Special Session of the Legislature set up the 
payments of school district assessments on a quarterly basis, 
therefore it was necessary for us to hire money immediately 
after town meeting. The selectmen asked for bids on the 
amount needed to operate the town until taxes were forth- 
coming. The Federal Trust Company was the lowest bidder 
with a rate of 4.75%. 


Highways— 
The reconstruction of the River road has been complet- 
ed. Your selectmen made sure when the town’s share of the 


cost was paid that there would be no further charges made 
to the town for full completion. After much negotiation the 
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State agreed to retain possession of the old road which was 
cut off by the reconstruction; this relieves the town of any 
future expense to maintain the cut-off section. Our thanks 
to the State for their fine cooperation. 


Kennebec Drive Drainage— 


Your selectmen, after studying the area involved, recall- 
ed the engineer who made the study. A center line of the ditch 
was established with stakes marked to show depth and width 
of back slope. This showed that some of the lawns would be 
disturbed as much as twelve feet and in some cases both 
fences and mailboxes would have to be moved. Needless to say 
the residents involved did not approve of this plan. We then 
turned to underground pipe with catch-basins to take care of 
the road surface water. By using this plan no easements were 
necessary as all work was done within the street limits. Mr. 
Wilbert Fortin paid for one catch-basin, including the cost of 
installation. Each resident involved paid for 36 feet of drive- 
way culvert. This made it possible to stay within the $2,000.00 
appropriation with an unexpended balance of $685.52. Our 
thanks to Mr. Fortin and the residents of Kennebec Drive for 
their cooperation. 


Benton Avenue— 

The State Highway Commission installed a larger cul- 
vert across Benton Avenue just south of Kennebec Drive; 
hopefully this will eliminate the backing up of water at the 
rear of the Witham residence. The State also black-topped 
the entrance to Kennebec Drive. The cost of both projects 
was paid for by the State. Their cooperation on this project 
is greatly appreciated. 


Town Hall— 


The town hall was given a second coat of paint by Mr. 
Bert. German. While the agreement was for $250.00, the job 
was done for $205.27. Our thanks to you, Bert, for the $44.73 
saving to the town. 


Fire Protection— 


~ The Planning Board has submitted its report to the se- 
lectmen concerning a volunteer fire department for the town. 
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It is their recommendation that a volunteer fire department 
would not be in the best interest of the town at this time. 
We have been informed that the Fairfield Fire Department 
answered 126 calls in 1970; 100 in Fairfield, 22 in Benton, 
with 4 being out-of-town calls. The increase being asked for 
amounts to $400.00, for a total assessment in 1971 of $7,- 
140.00. 


Cemeteries— 


As voted under Article 38 at our last annual meeting a 
parcel of land was purchased from Carroll & Juanita Linnell 
for the enlargement of the Ames cemetery. The town has a 
Warranty Deed for this land which is now recorded in the 
Registry of Deeds office in Augusta. The second parcel of 
land under Article 40 that was voted to be taken by eminent 
domain was not taken as we were unable to obtain a clear 
title to the property for the town. 


Aid to Dependent Children— 


While the State is taking over full payment of this pro- 
gram as of January ist, 1971, the town has not yet received 
bills covering the last quarter of 1970 and these will have to 
be paid when received; plus some Benton settlement cases 
not yet accepted by us. Money should be provided for these in 
the 1971 budget. 


Town Poor— 


This account shows an overdraft of $299.19 and there 
are outstanding bills due in the amount of $1,200.84 involv- 
ing three cases. One case in the amount of $584 dates back 
to March of 1969 in the town of Moscow. This has been de- 
termined by the Attorney General’s office to be a Benton 
settlement. One case in Vassalboro dating back to November 
1969 amounts to $407.11 and is also a Benton settlement. 
Another case in the town of Canaan for December 1970 and 
January 1971 totaling $209.73, bills were not received until 
after our books closed on February 10th. These will have to 
be paid from the 1971 budget. The selectmen recommend 
raising $2,500 in 1971 for this account. 
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Pollution— 


Your Selectmen and Sewer committee have attended 
many meetings this past year concerning the town’s sewer- 
age pollution of the Kennebec River. Meetings have ben held 
with the North Kennebec Regional Planning Commission, the 
North Kenenbec Regional Planning Commissions Pollution 
Abatement Committee, the Selectmen and Council Members 
of Waterville, Winslow, Fairfield and Vassalboro. As a re- 
sult of these many meetings a bill has now been presented to 
the Legislature to establish a Sanitary District, to be known 
as the ‘Kennebec Sanitary District.” After this has been 
passed by the Legislature it will then come back to each town 
to be voted upon. Your Selectmen and Sewer committee have 
applied for and received a $4,000.00 study grant provided by 
the 1968 Legislature. This study when completed will bring 
the 1963 study up to date, showing the cost of installing our 
own treatment plant as compared to joining with the five 
other towns for one large sewage system. Hopefully this re- 
port will be available for our Annual Town Meeting, March 
13th. 


The Selectmen wish at this time to thank each and every 
one who may have helped in some way to make Benton a bet- 
ter town in which to live.

MAINE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND WELFARE 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 
Benton in the year 1970 


The public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, provided public health 
nursing in the town of Benton. A summary of these serv- 
ices is presented as follows: 


The nurse visited the homes of persons of all ages to 
give nursing care and health supervision. Nursing care was 
given under medical direction of the attending physician. 
Sources of referrals were physicians, families, school person- 
nel, social workers, and town officials. 


The nurses, with the assistance of local volunteer work- 
ers, organized and managed eleven child health conferences. 
Medical examinations and the recommended immunizations 
were offered to infants and preschool children by Russell 
Bridges, D.O., attending physician. The nurse held a confer- 
ence with each parent to obtain each child’s health history, 
and to assist the family to plan for further evaluation and 
medical care when indicated. Four children were referred to 
a physician of the families’ choice. One child was referred to 
the Division of Child Health by the nurse. 


In May, the nurse participated in a two day workshop 
on nursing care of the mentally retarded child held at the 
Walter B. Fernald School in Waverly, Massachusetts. 


In October, the nurse assisted with the rubella clinic in 
Fairfield. Children from Benton participated.

Scope of Audit: 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and reconciled with the records at 
audit date. Records were checked to determine the accuracy 
of recording cash transactions. 


The cash account was verified by reconciliation of statements 
furnished by the depository. Letters of confirmation were 
used to verify the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 
An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined on a selective basis. Excise 
tax collections were verified with the copies of receipts re- 
tained by the tax collector. Trust fund transactions were 
examined. Surety bond coverage wes reviewed. 


The records of the excise tax collector and treasurer were 
checked to the date of audit. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources 
was checked. Records of town meetings as pertained to financ- 
ial matters were checked. 


Departmental Operations: 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended 
departmental balance of $2,652.61 was lapsed to surplus, per 
the following summary.

Unexpended balances in the incidental, street light, roads and 
bridges, and poor relief accounts were the major factors con- 
tributing to the amount lapsed.

Payrolls for work performed in the cemeteries should indicate 
the amounts chargable to perpetual care lots and/or main- 
tenance.

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MOBILE HOME PARK ORDINANCE 


AN ORDINANCE TO PROTECT THE HEALTH, WEL- 
FARE AND PUBLIC SAFETY OF THE CITIZENS OF THE 
TOWN OF BENTON BY LAYING DOWN SOME RULES 
AND REGULATIONS PERTAINING TO MOBILE HOME 
PARKS.

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Section 1—Definitions 

For the purpose of this ordinance, the following words 
and phrases shall have the meaning ascribed to them in this 
section: 
(1) ‘Mobile Home’ shall mean any vehicle used or so con- 
structed as to permit its being used as a conveyance on the 
public streets and highways and constructed in such a man- 
ner as will permit occupancy thereof as a dwelling or sleep- 
ing place for one or more persons, and provided with a toilet 
and a bathtub or shower. 
(2) ‘Mobile Home Park’ shall mean a plot of ground on 
which two or more mobile homes occupied for dwelling or 
sleeping purposes are located. 
(3) ‘Trailer’ shall mean a mobile home which does not have 
a toilet and a bathtub or shower. 
(4) ‘Joint Board’ refers to the Joint Board consisting of 
Board of Selectmen and Town Planning Board. 


(5) Streets or Roads within Mobile Home Parks will not be 
accepted by the town for Maintenance or Snow Removal Pur- 
poses. 
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Section 2—General Prohibitions 
(1) No Mobile home park shall operate in the Town of Ben- 
ton without a valid permit issued under Section 3 of this ordi- 
nance. 


Section 3—Permits 

(1) The Joint Board upon written application of any person 
may issue or renew mobile home park permits to any such 
person upon compliance with the provisions of the ordinance. 
The fee therefor shall be $25,00, renewal annually on or be- 
fore the 1st day of January. Upon appropriate majority deci- 
sion by the Joint Board, the Joint Board may delegate the 
function of signing and issuing such permits to any member 
of the Joint Board. 


(2) Initial and Renewal Applications for Mobile Home 
Parks. Initial applications for mobile home park construction 
permits shall be accompanied by a set of plans, drawn to 
scale, and showing the following information. 


(a) The area and dimensions of the tract of land. 

{b) The maximum number, location and site of all mobile 
home spaces. 

(c) The location of any existing or proposed buildings or 
structures. 

(d) The location and width of roadways and walkways. 

(e) The location of water, sewer and electrical lines and the 
sewage disposal systems. 

Renewal applications for mobile home park occupancy per- 

mits shall be accompanied by plans, drawn to scale, showing 

any proposed extensions or alterations, which extensions and 

alterations shall be made to conform with the applicable pro- 

visions of this ordinance before such renewal applications 

shall be granted. The making of extensions or alterations 

without such prior approval shall be cause for immediate re- 

vocation of the mobile home park occupancy permit. Initial 

and renewal applications shall contain such other information 

as may be required by the Joint Board to determine that all 

provisions of this ordinance will be complied with. 


Section 4—Mobile Home Park Development Requirements 
Mobile home parks, where permitted under the provisions of 
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this section, shall conform to the following minimum stand- 
ards, in addition to all pertinent state and local health regu- 
lations: 

(1) Location. No mobile home park shall be so located to 
be (a) inaccessible from accepted Town roads, (b) close to 
swamps or other potential breeding places for insects or ro- 
dents, (c) on poorly drained land or on land unsuitable for 
septic tank disposal of sewage, provided a public sewage sys- 
tem is unavailable, (d) on land subject to flooding, erosion, 
fire, safety or traffic hazards or (e) on land which is exposed 
to chronic nuisances such as noise, smoke, fumes and odors. 


(2) Access. No mobile home park shall be developed unless - 
adequate access for mobile homes and attached vehicles is 
provided. Where the mobile home park does not abut direct- 
ly on a Town road, paved access roads shall be provided. 


(3) Area. The area of every mobile home park shall be not 
less than 1 acre, and shall be adequate to provide for not more 
than 50 mobile homes including provision for: 

(a) Necessary access and internal roads, 

(b) adequate off-street parking for motor vehicles and 
(c) essential service facilities. 


(4) Grading. Every lot used for a mobile home park shall 
be properly graded and drained for disposal of surface and 
storm water. 


(5) Screening of Mobile Home Parks. A green strip at least 
ten feet in width shall be maintained adjoining the bound- 
aries of the property and planted with trees or shrubs to pro- 
vide a permanent screen. 


(6) Street Construction. Every service street within a mo- 
bile home park shall have a pavement width of not less than 
20 feet; shall have a well-drained, stabilized or paved surface 
maintained in good repair and well lighted at night. 


(7) Individual Mobile Home Spaces. No individual mobile 
home space shall contain less than 20,000 sq. ft. of land. The 
bounds of each space shall be clearly marked and the space 
shall be well surfaced or seeded to provide adequate drainage 
beneath and adjacent to any mobile home parked thereon. 
Each space shall provide for (a) continuing and potable sup- 
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ply of safe and sanitary water, (b) connection to an adequate 
sewage, disposal system, (c) adequate electric power service 
and (d) must comply with State of Maine regulations. 


(8) Parking of Mobile Homes. 


(a) No mobile home shall be parked nearer than 20 feet 
from the side of any mobile home space and there shall be 
not less than 40 feet between any two mobile homes or any 
mobile home and service building. 

(b) No mobile home or service building used in connection 
therewith shall be placed or permitted within 100 feet of the 
street or road upon which the lot or area used for such park 
fronts, or within 100 feet of any residential building located 
on any adjacent lot. 


(9) Mobile Home Storage. No unoccupied mobile home or 
trailer shall be stored or exhibited for sale for commercial 
purposes within a mobile home park. 


(10) Service Area. Not less than 150 square feet of laundry 
drying space shall be provided in every mobile home park 
for each mobile home space. Such laundry drying spaces shall 
not be located between the street and the mobile homes or 
between individual mobile homes, but rather shall be so lo- 
cated as to be as inconspicuous as possible from the adjacent 
numbered route or Town Road. Such spaces shall have a well- 
drained, stabilized or paved surface, maintained in good re- 
pair. 

(11) Utility Services. Every mobile home shall be provided 
with adequate hygiene and sanitation facilities, water supply, 
water service, plumbing, sewage disposal and treatment, elec- 
tric power service. Metal garbage cans with tight-fitting cov- 
ers shall be provided in quantities adequate to permit dispos- 
al of all garbage or rubbish. The cans shall be kept in sani- 
tary condition at all times. Cans must be in a stationary rack 
in aS inconspicuous a place as possible from the adjacent lots 
and/or streets. Garbage and rubbish shall be collected and 
disposed of as frequently as may be necessary to insure that 
the garbage cans shall not overflow. Insect and rodent con- 
trol shall be provided in full conformity with all pertinent 
state and local health regulations. No mobile home park op- 
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erator may drain or discharge raw or treated sewage into 
any lake, river, stream or tributary. 


Section 5—Mobile Home Park Lot Requirements 


(1) A lot or parcel of land not served by public or private 
community sewer, whether created by plot or laid out in 
metes and bounds, shall not be used as a mobile home lot for 
single family residential purposes unless such lot or parcel 
of land is at least 20,000 square feet in size. 


(2) In areas where public or private community sewerage is 
not available, every mobile home lot must, in addition to 
meeting the requirements of Section 1, contain a minimum of 
1,000 square feet of land so located that it is suitable for a 
septic sewage disposal field absorption area with reasonable 
assurance of functioning adequately, and to comply with ex- 
isting state laws. 

The 1,000 feet must:* 


(a) be at least 10 feet wide throughout on a grade not ex- 

ceeding 10%. 

* These requirements are similar to those included in (either 
of) the following publications: Private Sewerage Disposal- 
Bulletin by State of Maine Dept. of Health and Welfare, 
Division of Sanitary Engineering Soils suitable for Septic 
Tank Filter Fields - U.S. Dept. of Agriculture. Soil Conser- 
vation Service Agriculture Information Bulletin *243. 

(b) have a minimum of five feet of soil depth above bed- 

rock. 


(c) have a minimum of five feet of soil above high water 
table during the spring. The bottom of the drainage trench 
shall be at least two feet above the minimum ground water 
table. 


(d) be of a soil that shows percolation rate by actual test 
of 30 min/inch or less. (Copy of certification of perk test must 
be furnished to the Joint Board with construction permit ap- 
plication). 


(3) Installation of necessary approved septic sewage sys- 
tems shall be completed prior to the granting of an occupancy 
permit. 
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(4) In areas where public water supplies are not available 
there shall be available to each mobile home lot, either, an 
adequate well or other type water supply system to continu- 
ously service the proposed mobile home. Prior to the grant- 
ing of an occupancy permit, said water system shall meet the 
minimum requirements of State Health Department regula- 
tions. 


(5) Evidence of adequate electrical service to the proposed 
mobile home site on the lot must be furnished prior to grant- 
ing of an occupancy permit. 


(6) Prior to the granting of an occupancy permit there must 
be constructed on a mobile home lot adequate driveway facil- 
ity for the offstreet parking of two vehicles (minimum 350 
square feet). Such facility shall have a well-drained, stahil- 
ized or paved surface maintained in good repair and shall cul- 
vert where crossing any existing surface drainage facility. 


(7) Mobile homes located on mobile home lots shall have a 
minimum setback from the front lot line of 35 feet and may 
be located no closer to any side or rear lot than 20 feet. 


(8) Any addition must meet the same location requirements 
as (7) above. 


Section 6—General Provisions 


The following general provisions apply to mobile home parks 
as follows: 


(1) When Stock in Trade. The regulations of this ordinance 
shall not apply to trailers or mobile homes in the hands of 
dealers as stock in trade for resale, so long as said trailers or 
mobile homes remain unoccupied, except that no mobile home 
or trailer shall be stored in a mobile home park. 


(2) Application to Existing Mobile Home Parks. Existing 
mobile home parks may not be extended or altered in con- 
formance with the provisions of this ordinance. 


section 7—Penalty for Violation 


The Joint Board may revoke any permits for violation of any 
of the terms and/or provisions of the ordinance. The Joint 
Board shall give any permitee in violation of any of the terms 
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and provisions of this ordiance, a ten day notice of its inten- 
tion to revoke, and shall provide such permitee an opportu- 
nity to have a hearing before the Joint Board, before such 
revocation shall be considered effective. 


Section 8—Granting or Refusal of Permit 

(a) Within sixty (60) days after receipt of an application, 
the Joint Board shall give to each applicant, written notice 
of whether the application is approved or rejected. 

(b) If the application is rejected, the notice shall specify 
the reasons of grounds for its rejection, and if there are 
changes in the design, layout or facilities of the proposed park 
which the Joint Board believes could feasibly be made which 
would make the proposed park eligible for a permit, the Joint 
Board shall specify these in writing. 


Section 9—Appeals 
An appeal may be taken from any order issued by the Joint 
Board in connection with this ordinance or from their refusal 
to grant a permit required under the provisions of this ordi- 
nance to the Superior Court as provided in Title 30 Maine Re- 
vised Statutes Annotated, Section 2151 (4) (c) (5). 


Section 10—Saving Clause 
If any section, subsection, paragraph, sentence, clause or 
phrase of this ordinance should be declared invalid for any 
reason whatsoever, such decisions shall not affect the remain- 
ing portions of this ordinance, which shall remain in full force 
and effect; and to this end the provisions of this ordinance 
are hereby declared to be severable.
